The closing testimony In the Thaw 
case will be heard to-day and on 
Tliursduy Mr. Delmas will make his 
argument for the defense. On Fri¬ 
day Mr. Jerome will reply for the prose¬ 
cution. Should there be a court session 
on Saturday the famous trial may come 
to an end with the close of the week. 
Yesterday was devoted to expert testi¬ 
mony, several alienists testifying to 
their belief that Thaw was Insane 
when he shot Stanford White. It Is 
believed the defense will call Evelyn 
Nesblt Thaw to the stand to-day to 
testify briefly regarding the Abe Hum¬ 
mel affidavit. 

President Roosevelt has received from 
Gov. Johnson, of Minnesota, the letter 
recently sent by him bearing on the 
subject of a national conference with 
a view to reaching a common under¬ 
standing as to the powers to be exerted 
by the States in the event of any ex¬ 
tension of Federal authority In rail- 
rood regulation. The President has dis¬ 
cussed the question with some of his 
callers and expects to promptly reply to 
Gov. Johnson's suggestions. 


The appointment of John E. 8ater, of 
Columbus. O.. as a Federal Judge It is 
expected will bring about a hard fight. 
The bill creating the additional Judi¬ 
cial district was fostered by Senator 
Forakcr, but the President turned his 
apppolntee down and there will prob¬ 
ably # be a fight over Sater’s confirma¬ 
tion when the matter comes up In the 
Senate. 


Warrants signed by the Speaker of 
the Tennessee House of Representatives 
were served yesterday on the Mayor of 
Nashville and twenty-three Councllmen 
to show cause why they should not be 
punished for contempt for their recent 
denunciation of the Speaker's utter¬ 
ances credited to him reflecting on the 
Council. 


President Wants To Know

Washington. March 19.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt has decided to re¬ 
solve himself into a committee of the 
whole on the state of the Union and 
And out what Is the matter with this 
country of ours. In the main, he Ih 
anxious to ascertain what remedies are 
necessary to improve conditions, and 
what legislation is needed to bring 
about desirable changes. In addition 
to the Governors of several States he 
intends to see many men in many lines 
of work— legislators, financiers, railroad 
presidents and captains of Industry. 

From these he expects to get Ideas as 
to the state of feeling among all classes 
and the wishes of different communi¬ 
ties, and of the ideas advanced he ex¬ 
pect* to form his policies, alw'ays. be it 
understood, with the qualification that 

he has some idea* of his own.

Knows the Worries. 


The Payne party of United States 
Congressmen, which Is Inspecting the 
work on thp Panama canal, has arrived 
at Kingston. Jamaica, from Colon on 
the steamer Panama. The traveler* de¬ 
clare themselves highly satisfied with 
the progress made In the construction 
work. 

Felix Foltner, convicted of inducing 
witnesses In the jfareum damage case 
against Hargis to leave the scene of 
the trial, will take up the service of 
the sentence Imposed upon him of serv¬ 
ing two years In the Clark county Jail 
and paying a flue of 13,000. 

It Is believed that the President will 
promote Judge Page Morris, of Mlnne- 
tota, to the Circuit bench If an op¬ 
portunity arises. He is the only mem¬ 
ber of the Federal Judiciary who ha* 
not declared unconstitutional the em¬ 
ployers* liability net. 

The New Jersey Legislature has 
Adopted a resolution congratulating 
Grover Cleveland, "the only living ex- 
Preeddent of the United 8tates. and the 
leading citizen of the republic." 

Now that the members of Congress 
have had their salaries increased, Rep¬ 
resentative Gaines, of Tennessee, has 
declared his Intention of renewing his 
fight agains t absenteeism. _ 

Secretary Taft and the party which 
la to accompany him to Panama, Cuba 
and Porto Rico, will go on the May¬ 
flower. which the Navy Department ha* 
placed at their disposal. 

The upper house of the Danish Diet 
has passed a bill carrying the adoption 
of the metric system of measures in 
Denmark. This bill has now been ap¬ 
proved by both houses. 

Washouts on the Southern Pacific 
end on the San Pedro. Los Angeles and 
Salt Lake roads have isolated Suit Lake 
City temporarily from the Pacific coast. 

The Butte, Mont., street railway sys¬ 
tem has suspended operations In conse¬ 
quence of a walk-out of track and re¬ 
pair men. No cars are running . 

On account of the shortage In rail¬ 
road cars the cypress mills of Louisiana 
Are arranging to resort to the old-time 
method of shipping by barges. 

Senator Nelson W. Aldrich, of Rhode 
Island, and Mrs. Aldrich have arrived 
At Paris and will leave In a few days 
for an automobile tour of Italy. 

The Talbert Bill occupied the atten¬ 
tion of the Tennessee Senate yesterday, 
bringing about a debate spiced with 
personalities. 

Richmond. Va.,. will erect a monu¬ 
ment to thememory of Edgar Allan 
Poe, who was a native of that city. 


That business Interests in the United 
States are worried the President fully 
understands, and he understands oiso 
that the cure for whatever It is that 
has produced present conditions cannot 
be ascertained In a day. He know* that 
railroad officials and those who have 
money Invested In railroads are seri¬ 
ously concerned, and while he still 
holds that If certain of his recommen¬ 
dations in regard to the railroads had 
been enacted into taw, there would be 
no trouble on the part of the railroad 
corporations In getting money to carry 
on improvements to meet the great 
growth of commerce, he is going to 
look into the matter carefully to see 
Just what ought to be done. 

The President does not intend to 
make ftny publlo statement at this 
time. Whatever he has to say for the 
benefit of the public will come In the 
form of speeches, messages to Con¬ 
gress or perhaps through Inspired hints 
to the press. But none of these prob¬ 
able communications will appear until 
later. 

In the past ten days or so Mr. 
Roosevelt* ha* had interviews with J. 
Pierpont Morgan, Chairman Yoakum, 
of the Board of Directors of the Rock 
Island railroad; James Speyer, the 
New York banker; E. H. Harriman, 
President Stlckney, of the Chicago and 
Great Western railroad; Gov. Denoen 
and Attorney General Stead, of Illinois, 
and President Mellon, of the New York. 
New Haven and Hartford railroad. He 
has found out some things from them 
but wants to find out more. He author¬ 
ised Mr. Morgan to moke a statement 
but the others have been admonished 
not to talk.

OPERATION FATAL TO 
THOMAS B. ALDRICH 


AUTHOR AND POET PASSES 
AWAY AT BOSTON HOME. 


FORCED INTO WORLD OF WORK 
AT AGE OP FIFTEEN. 


CAREER ONE OF DISTINCTION. 


Harry Pratt Judson was formally In¬ 
stalled ns the second president of the 
Undvwrsiay of Chlopgo yesterday. 

The condition of Count LamsdorfT. of 
Russia, who la ill nt San Remo, is now 
pronounced to be desperate. 

Thomas Bailey Aldrich, author and 
poet, is dead ait his home in Boston, ns 
the result of an operation. 

Cbunt LamsdorfT, former Russian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, is dead at 

San Remo, Italy, 


By some of those who have talked 
with him the Impression has been 
gained that the President's mind Is In 
a receptive condition; that he Is seek¬ 
ing ideas, not expressing them. He ha* 
said nothing, it Is asserted/ that Indi¬ 
cates radicalism, nor yet that he has 
become conservative. On the surface 
he appears to be the same frank, 
straightforward, unmysterlous Roose¬ 
velt, but when one of his visitors stops 
to think after leaving the Executive 
presence what It was that the Presi¬ 
dent did, he finds that there was noth¬ 
ing communicated by the chief of the 
nation that can be construed as an in¬ 
dication of future Intention. 

Charles S. Mellen, president of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company, had a conference 
with the President this afternoon. Mr. 
Mellen is one of the four railroad heads 
who were suggested by Mr. Morgan as 
men with whom the President should 
talk over the railroad situation. His 
interview with the President lasted 
forty minutes. Mr. Mellen declined to 
tell what had taken place, and inquiries 
at the White House brought forth no 
result. Mr. Mellen left Washington for 
New Haven on the Federal express at 
535 o’clock this afternoon. 


Boston, March 19.—Thomas Bailey 
Aldrich, the author and poet, died at 
his home in this city to-day. He 'failed 
to rally from a surgical operation per¬ 
formed about a month ago. Mr. Al¬ 
drich wa* operated on at the Massa¬ 
chusetts Homeopathic Hospital. The 
nature of the operation wo* not made 
public. 

Thomas Bailey Aldrich wa* known 
to critic* as a genuine poet, on exquis¬ 
ite literary artist. As a wit and 
humorist, also, he bore a high reputa¬ 
tion, and a* a conversationalist wa* 
bright and sparkling. A friend recent¬ 
ly described him ns "a short, keen, 
humorous-faced little man, with an air 
about him of eternal youth." 

Mr. Aldrich was boro at Ifortsmouth. 
N. H-, November 1*, 183u ia his early 
babyhood hi* parent* moved to New 
Orleans, and there he grew up among 
Southern people and Imbibed S«fbthem 
ideas. Some of these he published later 
In his "Story of a Bad Boy." 

At the age of thirteen he returned to 
Portsmouth to be educated. When 
young Aldrich was fifteen his father 
died and he was compelled to leave 
school and take up the burdens of life. 
First he became a clerk In his uncle’s 
banking office, but had no liking for the 
work. Ho continued, however, to read 
good books and earnestly desired to 
write for papers and magazines, and at 
the age of nineteen one of his poems, 
called 'Bable Bell," went tho rounds of 
the press. In a short time he obtained 
employment In a publishing house as a 
reading of manuscripts, and speedily 
tiring of tliis work he accepted tho edi¬ 
torship of the New York Everting Mir¬ 
ror. Successively he served on the 
Home Journal and Saturday Press, and 
in 18G6 he went to Boston to become 
editor of Every Saturday. When Will¬ 
iam Dean Howells retired from the edt 
lorshlp of the Atlantic. In 1881, Mr. Al¬ 
drich became Its editor, and he held 
the position until 1890. After that time 
he devoted himself to literary work and 
traveling.

May Testify Briefly At To¬ 
day's Session.

MORE ALIENISTS TESTIFY. 


OF 


WATER COMPANY TO HELP. 


At a meeting of the Board of Di¬ 
rectors of the Ix>ulsvllle Railway Com¬ 
pany yesterday it wa* determined to 
give the use of their sprinkling cars 
to the u*e of the.city this summer with¬ 
out coat to the city. The details of the 
sprinkling of the streets have not been 
worked out, but it 1* said that the 
water company' will furnish the water 
free of charge. President Long, of the 
water company said last night that the 
subject had not been broached to him 
this spring, but he presumed that the 
water would be furnished this year as 
it was last. 

It Is said that in furnishing the 
sprinkling car* to the city free of 
charge, the railway company will be 
under anexpeuse of about $50,000. 

It is believed , that the plans for 
sprinkling the streets by the street car 
company will contemplate covering nil 
the streets on which the cars run. 
The street sprinkling problem has been 
one that heretofore ha* not been com¬ 
pletely worked out, but the plan on 
foot now, it Is said, will be a satis¬ 
factory solution of it without cost to 
the taxpayer* 


New York, March 19.—By prolonging 
hla cross-examination of one of the 
seven alienist* Introduced by the de¬ 
fense to testify that Harry K. Thaw 
was insane when he shot and killed 
Stanford White, District Attorney Je¬ 
rome made it Impossible for the de¬ 
fense to finally close its cose to-day. 
When adjournment until to-morrow 
wa* taken there wa* pending only the 
matter of the admission of a letter 
written by Thaw to J. Dennison Lyon, 
a Pittsburg banker, which Mr. Delmas 
said would help to fix the young man’s 
state of mind before the roof-garden 
tragedy and the likelihood that Eve¬ 
lyn Nesfblt Thaw will be called to-mor¬ 
row briefly to combat the testimony of 
Abraham Hummel. 

District Attorney Jerome hinted this 
afternoon that an important witness 
for the prosecution might reach the 
city to-night. The chances, however, 
are that a half-day's session to-morrow 
will be sufficient to conclude all the 
testimony that is to be offered by 
either ride. An adjournment then will 
be token until Thursday morning, when 
Mr. Delmas will begin his summing up 
speech. He will have all of Thursday 
to himself and Mr. Jerome will reply 
on Friday. Justice Fitzgerald may 
charge the Jury that evening or he may 
for the first time hold court on Satur¬ 
day in order to conclude the case be¬ 
fore the week ends. 

• • • 

Expert Testimony. 

With the exception of the last few 
minutes of the afternoon session the 
entire day was given over to expert 
testimony. 

Cross-examination of Dr. Smith Ely 
Jelllffe, Insanity expert for the defense, 
occupied the whole of the morning ses¬ 
sion. The District Attorney produced 
a medical work edited by Dr. 
Jelllffe, and interrogated the wit¬ 
ness regarding the contents of 
many of Its chapters. There were fre¬ 
quent wrangles between the prosecutor 
and the witness. 

Mr. Delmas, during the cross-examl- 
notlon, noted exceptions to several of 
Mr. Jerome’s remark* on the ground 
of misconduct. He also objected to the 
whole course of the cross-examination, 
but Justice Fitzgerald overruled all ob¬ 
jections. 

When Mr. Jerome had completed his 
long cross-examination, Mr. Delmas 
undertook an extensive redirect exami¬ 
nation. Dr. Jelllffe said that It was 
hla opinion that Thaw had been Insane 
—suffering from a paranoiac form of 
some insanity—for at least two and a 
half years prior to the tragedy. 

Dr. Jelllffe was recalled Immediately 
after recess, but Mr. Jerome said he 
would abandon a rccross-examlnntion. 
The physician thereupon wa* excused 
and Mr. Delmas summoned to the stand 
Dr. Charles W. Pilgrim, superintendent 
of the Hudson River State Hospital at 
Poughkeepsie, and president of the 
State Lunacy Commission. 

Dr. Pilgrim was excused after a 
brief cross-examination and Dr. Minas 
Gregory wo* called. Dr. Gregory gave 
It as his opinion that Thaw was in¬ 
sane when he shot and killed Stanford 
White, the same opinion having been 
expressed by Dr. Pilgrim. 

Dr. Gregory wa* excused and Dr. 
Charles G. Wagner wa* recalled. An¬ 
swering Mr. Jerome's hypothetical 
question Dr. Wagner wild that Thaw 
was insane when he killed White. 

Dr. Britton D. Evans wa* recalled 
this afternoon. Answering the prose¬ 
cution's hypothetical question. Dr. Ev¬ 
ans said he thought Thaw insane when 

he shot and killed W hite.

Delmas Asks For Letters. 

Dr. Evans wa* finally excused at 4:39 
p. m. It wa* expected that he would 
be the last witness of the trial until 
Mr. Delma* Immediately asked for the 
production of the letters sent on from 
Pittsburg to the Clerk of the court by 
J. Dennison Lyon, vice president of 
the United National Bank, of Pitts¬ 
burg. Mr. Lyon had custody of Thaw's 
will and when he was on tho witness 
stand wa* asked by District Attorney 
Jerome if he had received any letters 
irom Thaw. He said he had and Mr. 
Jerome asked him to send the letter? 
on. They have never been Introduced 
in evidence or referred to in any way. 
Mr. Jerome said some of the letters 
were in his office, where they had been 
copied. He had not thought that the 
letters were to be used, and he neg¬ 
lected to return them to the court. 
After they were sent for Mr. Delmas 
spent some time in examining them. 

It appeared for a time that some of 
the letters were missing—one In par¬ 
ticular which Mr. Delmas declared he 
desired to read in evidence—but Clerk 
Heney finally found It. 

While the search was going on Thaw 
leaned over to the reporters' table and 
whispered: “That letter Is Important. 
It has something in it a|>out a frlond 
of Jerome’s.’" 

Mr. Delmas finally offered the letter 
In evidence, but Mr. Jerome Immediate¬ 
ly objected. 

11^ said the letter should have been 


offered a* part of the case for the de¬ 
fense in direct evidence. He said he 
had no objection to the contents of the 
letter whatever.

they desire In summing up. If my offer 
to have all the letters go in evidence is 
declined I renew my objection to any 
one letter being introduced on the 
ground that it is a reopening of the 
entire case." 

Mr. Delmas repeated the offer of the 
one letter "as a matter of right and 
Justice." 

The letter, ho declared, would help to 
show the condition of Thaw's mind 
prior to June 25 last. Mr. Delmas said 
the case wa* nearing its close. He 
had hoped to close the taking of testi¬ 
mony, but District Attorney Jerome's 
long cross-examination of one of the 
alienists had upset his plans. 

"However," he went on, "we hope to 
close early to-morrow. It Is too late 
In the case to have all the letters go In 
evidence and then subject them to 
study for argument. The task of read¬ 
ing over 4,000 pages of testimony al¬ 
ready imposed on counsel before sum¬ 
ming up is a heavy one atid I am un¬ 
willing to undertake more." 

Adjournment for the day was taken 
with the matter of the introduction of 
the letter pending. 

Daniel O'Reilly, of counsel for the 
defense, stated after adjournment that 
Evelyn Thaw might be the final wit¬ 
ness to-morrow.

March 19.—The Minis¬ 
terial declaration setting forth the pro¬ 
gramme for legislation was read this 
afternoon by Premier Stolypln before 
the lower house of Pari lumen L Later 
It was presented to the council of the 
Emplro, or upper house, at a special 
session. 

The declaration of pdllcy which wa* 
studiously courteous in tone and avoid¬ 
ed all reference to drumhead courts- 
martial and other cause* of contention 
wa* received in rcwpectful silence, 

M. Stolypln was not once Interrupted 
in the lower house and at the close of 
hi* address received hearty applause 


The statement opened with a recital 
of the difficulties which faced fhe Gov¬ 
ernment. He elaborated on the laws 
suitable for a country passing through 
a period of reconstruction and an¬ 
nounced that oil the bill* to be sub¬ 
mitted to the house had been drawn up 
with tho aarne general Idea of up¬ 
holding the new legal condition* aris¬ 
ing from the recent reforms. 

• • • 

Constitutional State. 


"Our country," sold the Premier, 
"must be transformed Into a constitu¬ 
tional State. Real measures must be 
adopted to define and determine the 
right* of the State and of private In¬ 
dividuals. and to abolish the contradic¬ 
tion* between the old ajjd new laws 
and the arbitrary Interpretation* placed 
upon them by private persons as well 
a* official*. The Government, there¬ 
fore. has decided that It Is necessary 
to eubmlt a series of bills establish¬ 
ing the new regime in Russia." 

M. Stolypln then enumerated the 
laws promulgated before the meeting 
of Parliament and said they are now 
submitted to the House for its con¬ 
sideration. He emphasized the urgency 
of the law* determining the civic status 
of all classes and legislation by which 
the peasant* could obtain more land 
and otherwise improving their lot. 

The Government, the Premier added, 
was now preparing a series of bills 
giving effect to the portions of the 
Emperor's manifesto of October 30, 1905, 
regarding liberty of conscience and the 

inviolability of the person.

Religious Rights Recognized. 


work for women and children, and pro¬

Premier Stolypln then announced that 
the Minister of Commerce would pre¬ 
sent a bill providing for the protec¬ 
tion of Russian interests In the Far 
East by the abolition of the free port* 
established some years ago and rail¬ 
way extension Including the Amur 
niliroada to run from a point in the 
trans-Baikal territory to Khabarovsk 
with the view of establishing uninter¬ 
rupted communication between Euro¬ 
pean Russia and the Far East. The 
line, entirely in Russian territory, was 
demanded by the vital interests of the 
empire.

Free Education, Also. 


M. Stolypln announced that a sys¬ 
tem of free education would be es¬ 
tablished, and that this latter would 
be made compulsory. 

In conclusion the Premier asked tho 
House bo deal with the budget Im¬ 
mediately, and thus furnish adequate 
finances to carry out the reforms, 
adding: "Whatever our efforts are to 
preserve peace, whatever the necessity 
to pacify the country. If we desire to 
regain our military power and thd dig¬ 
nity of our country, If we will not con¬ 
sent to lose the place we occupy among 
the great powers, we cannot recoil be¬ 
fore the necessity of the expenditure 
imposed upon us by Russia’s great past. 
Tho extraordinary character of these 
roctulTemcn-t* demand* extraordinary 
resources. The Minister of Finance, 
therefore, will propose fresh taxation, 
including an Income tax. and a modi¬ 
fication of the death duties. The 
pacification and regeneration of 
groat Russia are only pos¬ 
sible through the realization of now 
principles elf government. I am ready 
to make the greatest effort. My word, 
good will and experience are at the dia- 
pooal of the Domna. which will find in 
the Government, collaborators who re¬ 
gard It a* their duty to safeguard the 
historic aspiration* of Russia, and re¬ 
store order and calm to the country, 
that 1* to say, a firm, real Russian 
Government, as it should be—the Gov¬

Stamps. Ark.. March 19.—[Special.]— 
Two negro women were shot to death 
by a mob last night at McK&mle, a vil¬ 
lage six mdtee south of here. The town 
ha* no Jali. and the women had been 
locked up In tho achoolhotme and- a 
guard put in charge of the building. 
They wore charged •with using a razor 
with probably fatal effect on Mr*. Ella 
Rhoton, a white woman, and daughter 
and kicking Mm Rhoton's little son. 

It seem* that the Rhoton* met the 
colored women on a publlo road in 
McKanrle and, according to Mr*. Rho¬ 
ton. the negTesses shoved her out of the 
road and kicked the little boy. Mrs. 
Rhoton told them to quit kicking the 
child and they then attacked her and 
her daughter, Beulah, with razors. Mrs. 
Rhoton claims she hAd never met the 
negro women before and that they had 
no cause to attack her and children. 

The men guarding the prisoners In 
the school ho use made very little resist¬ 
ance to the lynchers, who soon over¬ 
powered them and then shot the 
women to death.

NIGHT RIDERS ACCUSED 

OF BURNING TOBACCO. 


Nashville. Tenn., March 19.—A Rus¬ 
sellville, Ky., dispatch to the Banner 

says: 

John T. Young's tobacco barn near 
Olmstead was burned to the ground 
last night with about $20,000 worth of 
tobacco. Youag belonged to the Dark 
Tobacco Growers' Association, but It is 
claimed he was buying Independently. 

It is believed tb« barn was burned 
by night rider* 
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Before legislating for the purpose of 
assuring religious tolerance, the Gov¬ 
ernment deemed It necessary to firmly 
lay down the principle that all legis¬ 
lative changes must recognize the fact 
that Russia is a Christian State in 
which the orthodox church is privileg¬ 
ed. Nevertheless the right* of the or¬ 
thodox church must not infringe on the 
rights of others, and the Government 
was introducing a series of laws deal¬ 
ing with proaslytiam, the holding of di¬ 
vine services, etc. 

The Premier said the Government 
had decided to abrogate administrat¬ 
ive exile. 

M. Stolypln promised a complete re¬ 
organization of the Zemstvos, munici¬ 
pal and other local administrations. 

The Premier said that the reform of 
the local court* would be based on the 
election of Justices of Ihe peace by 
local population*. The Mirilster of Jus¬ 
tice would present bills patterned on 
the civil and criminal procedure in oth¬ 
er European States. He proposed the 
enforcement of an entirely new crimi¬ 
nal code, as well as laws relating to 
mortgages and real estate. The Premier 
then outlined the plans for the central 
agricultural administration to assist 
the peasants In establishing themselves 
on the newly-purchased land. 

• • • 

Will Aid Labor Movement. 


"Considering," said M. Stolypln. 
"that the labor movement tends to 
ameliorate the conditions of the work¬ 
ing classes, the Government will debar 
all measures for artificial support and 
will support ail measures tending to 
its restriction. The Government must 
also safe-guard these interests in order 
to protect it against excesses, but the 
Government will Insure full liberty of 
action both to employers and their 
workmen, including freedom in the 
matter of economy strike*. 

"As positive measures the Govern¬ 
ment intend* to Introduce workmen’s 
insurance and old age and medical re¬ 
lief, to prohibit night and underground

Felix Feltner Acoepts Sen¬ 
tence of the Court. 


TWO YEARS’ IMPRISONMENT 
AND $3,000 FINE. 


INDUCED WITNESSES IN HARGIS 
CASE TO LEAVE. 

LETTER TO JUSTICE Q’REAR. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 10.—[Special.] 
—Felix Feltner, of Leslie county, con¬ 
victed In tho Clark Circuit Court some 
time ago of contempt In having, with 
Fulton French, Induced witnesses in the 
Marcum damage case against Hargis 
to leave the sceno of the trial, and sen¬ 
tenced to pay a fine of $3,000 and to 
serve two years In the Clark county 
Jail, to-day secured from tho Court of 
Appeals an order setting aside a former 
order giving his attorneys time to file 
petition for rehearing, and will take up 
service of the sentence imposed upon 
him by thc trial court. The request 
thut any further efforts In his behalf 
by his attorneys cease came in a per¬ 
sonal \ptter from Feltner to Chief Jus¬ 
tice O'Rear, of the Appcdlato Court, 
Ftdtner writes the Chief Justice as fol¬ 
lows:

Clark 
Circuit Court, and everything tliat lias 
been done In that direction has been done 
without my advice or consent. And any¬ 
thing done in that behalrf is absolutely in¬ 
consistent with my desires, and now I 
speak for myself, and 4Utk that that peti¬ 
tion for re Louring be dismissed. Youis 
truly, F. B. FELTNER. 

The decision of the Court of Appeals 
upholding the Judgment of the Clark 
Circuit Court In the Feltner case was 
announced by the court op November 
21 of last year. Feltner was repre¬ 
sented before the court here by J. 
Smith Hnys and J. M. Stevenson, of 
Winchester, and J. Tevls Cobb, of 
Richmond. The evidence upon which 
Feltner was convicted, was the same 
introduced In the B, F. French case, 
and the defense was In all/respects 
similar to that made by French, who 
was convicted and his punishment fixed 
at a fine of $5,000. In passing upon 
the appeal In the Feltner case the court 
here said: "We are of opinion that the 
verdict of the Jury In this case was 
fully authorized by the evidence, and 
no error appearing in any of the rulings 
of the lower court, the Judgment Is af¬ 
firmed." 

The Court of Appeals to-day consid¬ 
ered and overruled a motion by coun¬ 
sel for French for. an oral argument on 
the petition for rehearing In his case. 
The petition will likely be passed upon 
by the court before the end of the pres¬ 
ent week.

Found By Jury In the Federal Court 
At Frankfort.

EXPECTED TO STIR THINGS UP. 


GAINES TO CONTINUE FIGHT 
AGAINST ABSENTEEISM. 


EDGAR ALLAN POE MONUMENT. 


Washington, D. C„ March 19.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]— President Roosevelt has proba¬ 
bly brought on a hard fight by hi3 ap* 
polntment of John E. Hater, of Colum¬ 
bus, Ohio, as additional Judge of the 
Southern district of Ohio. It is almost 
certain that both Senators Foraker and 
Dick will strongly oppose the confir¬ 
mation whan Congross meets again, 
and If they do, the quration of their 
strength In the Senate compared to the 
President's will be demonstrated. 

It was Senator Foraker whose work 
put through the last Congress the bill 
creating an additional Judge. He had 
every roason to believe he would be 
permitted to name the Judge, acting in 
harmony with Senator Dick. He pre¬ 
sented the name of Judge John J. Ad¬ 
ams. of Zanesville. It was believed 
Judge Adams would be named, but the 
President suddenly turned from him. 

The only backing which Mr. Sater 
had was that of the Columbus Bar As¬ 
sociation. There is question as to 
whether Mr. Sater can receive pay for 
his services on the bench until he is 
confirmed by the Senate. 

According to prior rulings by a 
Controller of the Treasury, an appoint¬ 
ment should be made while the Senate 
is In session if there is a vacancy. 
After the President signed the bill 
creating this Ohio Judgeship there was 
technically a vacancy for a number of 
days before the Senate adjourned. 

If the rulings apply to this case, Mr. 
Sater cannot draw a cent of salary 
until he has been confirmed by the 
Senate, which may never be the case 
if the Ohio Senators make a deter¬ 
mined fight.

CITY ATTORNEY TO COUNCIL 


The opinion of Judge A. E. Richards, 
City Attorney, suEmitted to the Board 
of Public Works and the Railroad Com¬ 
mittee of the lower bo 3 r <1 of the Gen¬ 
eral Count 11. was read before the lower 
board of the General Council last night 
and. at the request of Chairman Shep¬ 
ard of the Railroad Committee, referred 
bark to the Railroad Committee. The 
opinion was submitten in response to a 
reque«i mrfde by the members of the 
Railroad Committee, who questioned 
the right qf the Board of Public Works 
to grant the privilege to mllroad com¬ 
panies of laying temporary switches 
across public highways. 

Judge Richards in his opinion takes 
the ground that neither the Board of 
Public W orks hor the General Council 
can gran: to a railroad company the 
right to occujfy permanently with Its 
tracks a public highway, lie holds that 
either the Board of Public Work3 or 
the General Council can grant a per¬ 
mit for the placing of temporary 
switches, but that when it Is the de- 
Mrs of the city’that these switch** be | 
removed the company must comply. 

The matter -was brought up in the 
lower board by Mr Shepard, who mid 
that the Railroad Committee was not 
ready to report on the resolution ques¬ 
tioning the right of the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Works to grant railroad companies 
the right to lay temporary switches 
leroai streets, but that he desired to 
have the opinion of the City Attorney 
read before ttoo board. He said that he 
did not understand the opinion, for the 
reason the matter was not made clear 
by the City Attorney. He s\ld he did 
not know where he was In the mat¬ 
ter. He desired that the opinion be 
referred back to the comm!tie?. 

President Greer said that the opinion 
being In the form of a communicate n 
to the committee, could not be properly 
referred, but however, he would re¬ 
turn It to the committee, if It 
desired. 

The opinion In full follows: 

To the Board of Public Works and

authority to permit a steam railroad to 
lay its tracks for sidings or switches over 
°. r a< L ro «* a public highway Is vested In 
the Board or Public \Vorks or In the 
General Council. 

8 ectkm 2825 of the City Charter de¬ 
clares that “The Board or Public Works 
shall have exclusive control over the 
using of all streets, alleys, avenues, lanes, 
etc., * but this section must be construed 
In connection with the Constitution of tho 
8 tate and the purposes to which high¬ 
ways are dedicated. 

Having these In view. It Is my opinion 
that the Board of Public Works can only 
grant to such railroads the right to occu¬ 
py a public highway with its trucks for 
temporary purposes. Nor, on the other 
hand, do I think the General Council can 
grant to such railroads the right to per¬ 
manently occupy a public highway, and for 
this reason the form of ordinance recom¬ 
mended by the City Attorney's office al¬ 
ways provides that tho company shall re¬ 
move the tracks whenever so ordered by 
either the Board of Public Works or the 
General Council. 

The Railroad Committee was not 
ready Inst night to report the ordi¬ 
nance referred to It, requiring railroad 
companies to pay an annual rental for 
the use of streets and alleys over which 
switches may be laid. The committee 
desires Information on the matter be¬ 
fore it takes any action, and has re¬ 
quested Judge Richards to submit an 
opinion.

Nashville. Tenn.. March 19—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—The friends of the Talbert Bill 
in the Senate to-day nipped the effort 
to render It nugatory In the bud by 
killing the bill Introduced Monday 
which provides for the consent of mu¬ 
nicipal authority to the entry of public 
service corporations to city streets on 
second reading. The action was the 
second of the kind taken this session. 
A warm debate Including personalities 
was brought on by the .motion to re¬ 
ject the bill and for a time it appeared 
that the measure would be allowed to 
stand and the light already made and 
won by the Talbert faction be reopened 
to the exclusion of all other business. 

The Revenue and Assessment Com¬ 
mittee introduced a bill abolishing dis¬ 
trict tax assessors and establishing In 
lieu one tax assessor for each county. 
After amending the bill fixing the num¬ 
ber of peremptory challenges in crimi¬ 
nal cases to provide twelve for de¬ 
fendants In capital offenses, It was 
passed with Just enough to divert & 
constitutional majority. 

That Democrats as well as an ele 
ments of his own party are after the 
scalp of Nathan Wesley Hale, Con 
gressman of the Second district was 
made manifest in the House 
when Representatives White and 
ley Introduced a bill to redistricl 
First and Second congressional * dis¬ 
tricts. The bill plates Knox and six 
other counties in the First district, 
while Washington, the home of Con- 
gresmun Brownlow, and fourteen other 
counties are made to compose the Sec¬ 
ond district. Should the bill become a 
law the First district would be doubt¬ 
ful, with a lighting chance for the 
Democrats to carry it. Should this bill 
become a law Congressman Hale would 
have to make his race for re-election 
before an almost entirely new constit¬ 
uency. 

Bills providing for the calling of a 
Constitutional Convention werA intro¬ 
duced by Messrs. Pur>*ear and Waddle. 
The first •bill provides for an election 
on August 8 ut which the question of 
calling a convention shall be submitted. 
In the event of an affirmative vote the 
second bill provides that on October 
3 an election shall be held to elect dele¬ 
gates to the convention. The conven¬ 
tion shall be composed of ninety-nine 
members elected as representatives are 
now elected. To be eliglbl*- for mem¬ 
bership a delegate must be twenty-four 
years of age and a resident of the 
county or district which he seeks to 
represent. They shall serve without 
comen sat Ion, but shall receive actual 
expenses not exceeding $3 pet day. 

The bill further provides that the 
convention shall not be In session for 
more than severity days and further 
that tho Constitution promulgated shall 
not be adopted until ratified by a ma¬ 
jority of the qualified voters of the 
State. The convention will meet on No¬ 
vember 4. 

Soon after the HtWise met there was 
a brief contest over the adoption of a

FOOD FOR PUPILS 


New York Superintendent 
Advocates Supplying It. 


EAST SIDE PRINCIPAL'S EXPERI¬ 
MENT PROVES SUCCESS. 


URGED ALSO THAT EYEGLASSES 
BE FURNISHD. 


VAUDEVILLE WAR STARTED. 


New York. March 19.—[Special.]— 
Some years back Robert Hunter, a 
brother-in-law of James Graham 
Phelps Stokes, made the startling state¬ 
ment that as a result of his investiga¬ 
tions while doing settlement work on 
the East Side, he believed that thou¬ 
sands of children from that and other 
poor sections of the city went hungry 
to'school morning after morning. Tin 
Board of Education took up the matter 
and announced after a time that Mr. 
Hunter had quite exaggerated the situ¬ 
ation. that the number of pupils at¬ 
tending school on empty stomachs was 
not as large as he had asserted. That 
there was something in the charge^ 
however, became evident some month* 
ago when Miss Julia Richmond, the 
Assistant Superintendent of Schools, 
began to serve at cost crackers and 
milk to the children In the Ghetto sec¬ 
tion. Now comes Dr. Maxwell, the 
Superintendent, who wants the experi¬ 
ment started by Miss Richmond ex¬ 
tended by having simple food at cost 
price supplied to the pupils in the 
schools throughout the city. While not 
going as far as Mr. Hunter, the Super¬ 
intendent nevertheless states that many 
children are not properly fed. In addi¬ 
tion. many are suffering from defect¬ 
ive eyesight. Not long ago Commis¬ 
sioner Darlington, of the Board of 
Health, caused an investigation with 
the result that more than 17,000 chil¬ 
dren were found to be suffering from 
the latter disability. Many of the parent* 
of those afflicted are too poor to get eye¬ 
glasses for them. Dr. Maxwell urges 
that the Board of Education should do 
this in Justice to the children them¬ 
selves. For as a result of the afflic¬ 
tion, most of them are backward In 
their studies. New York is now edu¬ 
cating 888.409 boys and girls between 
the ages of five and eighteen. Of this 
number 442,472 are boys and 557.368 
girls There are 131,044 children at¬ 
tending private and parochial schools.

Three Distinct Routes. 


Three separate and distinct routes are 
in hot competition for tho boulevard, 
, and it is now in the hands of the Jef¬ 
ferson County Fiscal Court to say 
, which route shall be taken. Larue 
. county, where the Lincoln Farm is situ¬ 
ated, Is Indifferent as to which of the 
three routes are taken and its repre- 

• sentatives have a good word to say for 
all of them. 

The so-called Bardstown route was 
; heartily advocated, not only by Nat 
j Halstead, of Bardstown, delegated to 
speak for Nelson county, but by John 
M. Atherton, who spoke to the court 

• In a dual capacity on account of his na¬ 
tivity In Larue county and his residence 

1 In Jefferson county. The Bardstown 
route Is sixty-three miles in length. 
Seventeen and one-half miles of the 
road lies in Jefferson county, which Is 
along the Bardstown pike. It then 
passes through Bullitt county for six 
miles. Thlg is followed by three miles 
in Spencer county, after which there is 
a stretch of twenty-six miles of the 
road In Nelson county and eight miles 
in Larue before reaching Lincoln Farm 
near Hodgenvlllc. 

The route via West Point is also 
.practically sixty-three miles, and from 
Louisville runs out the Eighteenth- 
street road. It lies twenty miles In 
Jefferson county, thirty miles In Har¬ 
din and the rest in Larue. 

The so-called Shepherdsville route, 
which is the Shepherdsville or Preston- 
street pike running out of Louisville, is 
the shortest offered, and admits of two 
variations. Direct through Bhepherds- 
ville and Boston, the distance Is but 
fortv-seven miles. Of this way nine 
miles Is In Jefferson county and twen¬ 
ty in Bullitt. To go by way of Eliza¬ 
bethtown it would make the route fifty- 
four miles long.

He 
said that the route would^ lay over the 
old Louisville ami Nashville turnpike, 
which was a splendidly constructed 
highway right now. and which at an 
expenditure of $2,000 a mile could he 
made by long odds the best roadway in 
Kentucky, and one of the bent in the 
country. He described in glowing 
terms the many beauties of the land¬ 
scape on that route, and touched upon 
its historic features. He promised that 
the Hardin County Fiscal Court would 
do its full part In the construction of 
the roadway through that county. 

Oils M- MaJher, of Larue county, stat¬ 
ed that he was n<o»t present represent¬ 
ing any of the competing counties for 
the route, but that he merely wished 
to urge the road's construction some 
- time in the near future. He outlined 
the organized effort of CollJ«**if Week¬ 
ly for the purpose of improving the 
park.

Pleads Historical Association. 


Na*t Halstead, of Bardstown, spoke in 
the Interest of the boulevard via that 
route.

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Tho ascent of Muldraugh Hill by this 
old sixty-foot-wide turnpike is so grad¬ 
ual that you reach the top without 
knowing you aro climbing a hill and 
from there on to about three mile** be¬ 
yond Elizabethtown it is still a sixty- 
foot road.

“The pike already being three miles 
beyond Elizabethtown, leaves only ten 
or twelve miles to be completed over a 
comparatively level country to the 
park. Th© citizens of West Point are 
willing to provide a bridge, I under¬ 
stand, and It is to their interest to do 
it. 

This makes the old L. and N. rout© 
the most practicable route of any of¬ 
fered and gives the citizens of Louis¬ 
ville the best automobile and driving 
road out of the city. It also give* 
them the most good for the money they 
have been spending on the roads of 
the county. 

'It seems to me all this shows the 
Eighteenth-street pike to be the best 
offered. The city of Louisville is tax¬ 
ed to keep up the county roads and 
any tourists that come to Louisville, if 
the old L and N. pike is selected 
would naturally. In order to go to th© 
Lincoln Park, whether in automo¬ 
biles or on trains would come 
through Louisville instead of go¬ 
ing by Lexington or Harrod^burg. 
If the L. and N. pik© is selected, the 
I. C. railroad and the Henderson route 
are both convenient to haul material 
for road-making, which is a point for 
the Jefferson Fiscal Court to con¬ 
sider. 

GRANITE MONUMENT 

Will Be Erected To Abraliam Lincoln 
At Hodgenville. 

In view' of the additional appropria 
tion by Congress for the proposed Lin¬ 
coln monument, the members of the 
commission having tho matter in 
charge decided at a meeting held yes¬ 
terday at the office of I. B. Nall that 
It would be necessary to change ma¬ 
terially the plans that had practically 
been agreed upon. Lloyd Jones, of 
Collier's Weekly, New York, was pres¬ 
ent at tho meeting. It was decided that 
the monument should be of granite and 
cost about $15,000. Of this amount 
$10,000 has been appropriated by Con¬ 
gress, and It Is planned to raise $1,500 
additional by popular subscription. 

The members of the commission ad¬ 
journed to meet again ln*Mr. Nall's of¬ 
fice April 26. In the meantime artists 
will be put to work making new de¬ 
signs for the proposed monument and 
these wifi be submitted at the next 
meeting. Mr. Jones promised to have 
several designs prepared by New York 
artists. 

According to present plans the Lin 
coin monument will occupy the center 
of the square In front of the courthouse 
at Ho^genville. In order to do this it 
will be necessary to move the court¬ 
house back from its present position. 


HIS WINTER CLOTHING 


STOLEN FROM J. E. PUCKETT BY 
FORESIGHTED THIEF. 


Strips Wardrobe and Grips of Every¬ 
thing Worth Taking Away—Few 
Collar Buttons Left.

SIX DENOMINATIONS TO 

BANQUET ON APRIL 11. 


Lexington, Ky.. March 19.—[Special.] 
—W. P. and R. S. Strader, as adminis¬ 
trators of the estate of James N. 
Strader filed suit to-day against the 
Lexington Waterworks Company for 
$50,000 damages, on account of the 
death of Janies N. Strader, who was 
shot and killed at the water w'orks res¬ 
ervoir on March 27, 1906. 

The petition states that James Stra¬ 
der was on March 27 upon the grounds 
of the water company shooting at wild 
ducks on the resc-rvolr, when Frank 
Sutton and Ben Stewart, employes of 
the defendant, ordered Strader to cease 
Bhooting. When Strader Italled to (Vb?y 
the petition alleges that .St©wart was 
commanded by Sutton, who was as¬ 
sistant superintendent, to shoot at 
Strader, whidh he did. The bullet 
struck Strader In the head, destroying 
both eyes, and fatally wounding him. 
As a result of the wound Strader lin¬ 
gered im agony until April 2, 19C6, when 
he died. 

The plaintiffs allege that Sutton and 
Stcnvart acted within the line of their 
employment, and while In the prosecu¬ 
tion of the defendant's business for the 
purpose of protecting the defendant's 
property. They aliege that the act was 
willful, wrongful and grossly negligent 

Stewart was tried last spring for 
ohootLng Strader. was found guilty and 
given a term of eleven years In the 
penitentiary for manslaughter, which 
he is now serving. It is said that re¬ 
cent alleged testimony of Stewart will 
bo used by the plaintiffs In The damage 
suit.

In the oase of D. L. Hardesty, rev¬ 
enue agent, against D. L. Falconer, as¬ 
signee of W. J.» Smith & Co., Ifor back 
taxes. County Judge Bullock decided to¬ 
day that warehouse receipts held by 
the Smith Company were liable for 
taxation, alThough the goods had been 
previously taxed In another county. 
The company owned 1.400 barrels of 
whisky In 1903-04-06-06. which was 
stored In the warehouse of W. B. Saf- 
fell, in Anderson county, the taxes on 
the whisky being paid by the Ware¬ 
house owner. The court hekl to-day 
that the receipts held by Mr. Smith 
could be taxed on the market value leas 
the storage charges, and the Govern¬ 
ment, State and county taxes pm Id by 
Mr. Saffell. The suit is on four re¬ 
ceipts, one held In each of the years 
mentioned, for $50,000. 

A movement Is on foot to consolidate 
the Orphans* Home and the Children’s 
Home In this city.

Washington, March 19.—The Weather 
BureaJ to-night Issued a special flood 
bulletin announcing a crest stage of 
62.1 on the Ohio river at Cincinnati 
to-night, and serious flood warnings In 
various watersheds in Ohio, West Vir¬ 
ginia and elsewhere. The bulletin fol¬ 
lows: 

"The Ohio river at Cincinnati reached 
a crest stage of 62.1 feet Tuesday morn¬ 
ing and is now falling slowly, the-gaugi> 
to-night registering 61.9 feet. At Lou¬ 
isville the stage was 35.8 feet, a rise of 
.7 foot since Monday night. Little or 
no further rise will occur and the river 
should begin to fall during Wednesday. 
No changes have been made In pre¬ 
vious forecasts for the district below 
Louisville. 

"In the lower Mississippi river, stages 
as follow’s are Indicated from the water 
now* In sight: Memphis between 36 and 
37 feet between March 26 and 28; Ar¬ 
kansas City 46 feet by the last of next 
week; Vicksburg 45 feet about April 3; 
New # Orleans between 16.5 and 17 feet 
by March 28. 

"Owing to the heavy rains of Monday 
night flood warnings have been Issued 
for the Auglaize, Sandusky. Wathond- 
lng. upper Scioto and upper Great Mi¬ 
ami rivers of Ohio. 

"Late advices Indicate that the rains 
of Tuesday' over the Allegheny and 
Monongabeia watersheds, while not 
very heavy, will cause a flood stage oi 
about 25 feet at Pittsburg Wednesday 
morning and warnings to this effect 
have been Issued. A stage of from 3f 
to 38 feet Is also indicated at Wheeling 
on Thursday morning, flood stage be¬ 
ing at 36 feet- This second tide will 
arrest the decline below* Wheeling and 
probably again send the river above 
flood tide stage from Wheeling to Park 
ersburg by Friday. It will also have 
some effect on the river below Parkers¬ 
burg and specific advices regarding this 
will be Issued on Wednesday.” 

The crest of the flood in the Ohio 
river will reach Louisville <hls morn¬ 
ing, and all danger to the "FVrfnt” and 
the "Out-off" hoe been removed as the 
river will not reach more than a thirty - 
six-foot stage at the head of the canal. 
The last reading of the otage last night 
was 35.8 feet with only a alight rise 
expected, and the weather forecaster, 
F. J. Wals, said It would not go over 
thlrty-slx feet by this morning when 
the river would begin to recede. He 
said the*river was falling at Ctndn- 
nafJ, and that some of the w’ater from 
that point would naturally reach here 
by this morning, but that the present 
flattening condition of the river Ifrom 
Madison down was sufficient to pre¬ 
vent a much greater rLee In Louisville. 

Now that all danger of the w’ater 
reaching the stage It did In January 
has been removed the residents of the 

Point" and Shlpplngport. who were 
compelled to move out for the second 
time within two month*, will begin to 
return to their homes this morning. The 
exodus of residents of the "Point” has 
not been -without Its good effect, as all 
of those who vacated their homes 
■were able -to continue the work of re¬ 
pair of the damage done by the waters 
in January, and the houses are now 
In better condition than when vacated 
the latter part of last week.

Those residents, who refused to move 
when the water began to rise, are con¬ 
gratulating themselves that they had 
the grit to stick it out. Though no 
cases of destitution or misery have 
reported to the various charity 
organizations or to the policemen and 
firemen who pa troled this district, much 
Inconvenience will result from the gen¬ 
eral exodus. Many of the refugees at 
present are living in three schools, the 
First and Second-ward building and 
Khe upper-Fulton-street school, which 
were placed at theta* disposal when 
flood stored them In the face. Some 
of these persons already are Showing 
signs of Impatience to get back to 
their homes, and yesterday many of 
thorn w’ent up to the "Point” and threw* 
open their house® for a thorough air¬ 
ing. with the expectation of moving 
back within a few* days.

Wants More Crossing Gates. 

Five ordinances requiring the Louis¬ 
ville and Nashville Railroad Company 
to plAce five gates at railroad cross¬ 
ings along A street were Introduced In 
the low*er boat'd and referred to the 
Railroad Committee. 

An ordinance introduced In the lower 
board, providing for the erection of 
permanent arches for extra Illuminat¬ 
ing purposes at street Intersections in 
the central part of the city, was re¬ 
ferred to the Revision Committee. 

The Board of Trustees of the Louis¬ 
ville Industrial School, by an ordinance 
which passed the upper board last 
night. w*ere empowered to sell a piece 
of property a»t Fourth avenue and K 
street. 

Owen Tyler, president of the upper 
board, stated that while Mayor Barth 
was In Florida a Louisville real estate 
dealer had offered to purchase the 
property at $33 a front foot. Mr. Tyler 
thought the price offered too low’, and 
on that account suggested that an or¬ 
dinance providing for the sale of the 
property be drawn, fixing the upset 
price at $35 a front foot. He said hist 
night that the trustees of the Louis¬ 
ville Industrial School hod no need of 
the property, and for that reason want 
ed to sell. 

Both boards adjourned to meet again 
on Tuesday evening, April 2. 

NO SALARIES FOR COUNCILMEN. 

Aldermen's Finance Committee Re¬ 
ports Measure Unfavorably. 

Ten members of the upper board 
were present at the meeting Inst night. 
Frank S. Cook and Dr. R. B. Gilbert 
were the absent members. The min¬ 
utes of the previous meeting were ap¬ 
proved without reading. 

An ordinance was introduced and re¬ 
ferred to the Railroad Committee, 
granting to the Louisville Lead and 
Color Company the right to construct a 
switch along Lytle street, between 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth streets, into 
its plant. 

An adjourned resolution from the 
!ow*er board, fixing Tuesday evening. 
April 2, as the next meeting night, was 
adopted.

Salary Ordinance Killed. 

J. William Miller, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, reported unfavor¬ 
ably the ordinance from the lower 
board providing for a salary of $600 a 
year for each member of the General 
Council. Alderman Taylor moved that 
the report of the committee be con¬ 
curred in. This motion was adopted by 
a vote of eight to two. Aldermen 
Kneiht and Butler being the only per 
sons to vote against It. 

When an ordinance from the Board 
of Public Works was introduced, pro¬ 
viding for the construction of new side¬ 
walks along SL Catherine street, be¬ 
tween Second street and Third ave¬ 
nue. Owen Tyler, president of the 
board, announced that work on the 
sidewalks had already been started. He 
wanted to know whether It was not 
necessary for the upper board to pass 
on all such ordinances before the work 
could be properly started. Capt. John 
Weller, who was present, replied that 
It was. and he was then asked why 
the w-ork had been started. He replied 
that It must have been a mistake on 
the part of the contractor, as he had 
instructions first to report to the City 
Engineer before beginning a new piece 
of work.

What Goes Up In Smoke. 

When the world vras less enlightened 
than It is fo-4ay the progress of a city 
was measured by the smoke it made. 
The larger the smudge upon the face 
of Nature the greater the commercial 
growth of the etty. The new measure 
of progress will be taken not only by 
gscerraining tho total output of the 
mJtts and factories, but also by com¬ 
paring the profits of manufacture with 
the amount of fuel used and with the 
damage done to other lines of business, 
to realty values, to personal property, 
to civic beauty' and to health by wasted 
fuel. 

Business is business, especially In 
America. If coal smoke meant economy 
to manufacturers—even economy to 
manufacturers at a considerable cost 
to other citizens and other kinds of 
business—it would be difficult to fight 
the smoke evil with prospects of suc¬ 
cess, and the "soft coal town" would 
remain filthy In proportion to Its size 
and industrial activity, but black smoke 
emitted from smoke stacks means bad 
firing and a dead loss to the manufac¬ 
turer as well as an expense and a 
Brudaance to hie neighbors. By proper 
firing and the use of smoke consumers 
It Is possible greatly’ to reduce the 
smoke evil, and the result la a net 
profit to smoke makers as well aa to 
smoke sufferers. 

Charles A. Stevens, a silk merchant 
of Chicago, says his stock suffers an¬ 
nually a smoke loss of $200,000. that 
State street merchants alone lose an¬ 
nually $2,000,000 from smoke, and that 
he believes that the total loss to busi¬ 
ness men from smoke equals the total 
amount of taxes collected by the city 
of Chicago. That Is only a part of the 
Story. Every citizen who owns house¬ 
hold goods suffers losses from smoke. 
Every one owner of real estate shares 
the expense of the smoke nuisance. 
Every woman who tries to be decently 
dressed pays tribute to the sinoke evil 
pert only in laundry bills anl cleaners’ 
bills, but also in the shortened life of 
garments. Every person— especially 
Svery chJld —who breathes the vitiated 
air of a smoky city pays tribute to 
the smoke evil In depleted vitality and 
decreased power to resist epidemics 
and Infectious and contagious diseases, 
if not by suffering from throat and 
lung troubles directly produced by coal 
•moke. Even the flowers and trees in 
the smokier sections of "soft coal" cit¬ 
ies droop and die from suffocation by 
•moke. 

If anyone profits by the smoke evil 
it is the undertaker, and Nature pro¬ 
vides bountifully for his maintenance 
without the aid of a poisoned atmos¬ 
phere. 

• Louisville is taking on a larger 
growth. Her expansion Is marked by a 
noticeable increase in the volume of 
black smoke emitted fro^> the "stacks" 
of factories, mills, office buildings, 
power houses and other establishments 
burning large quantities of poft coal. 
The smoke evil should be attacked here 
as It is being attacked in other cities, 
by legislation looking to the abatement 
of the nuisance. 

Among the things that go up in 
•moke are profits to large consumers of 

fuei, profit# jnervfcttut*, eavlngs of 


owners \ of homes, savings of persons 

who t/y to wear clean clothes, the 
health of dwellers in cities and the 
lives of children. Why should the 
nuisance be passively endured? 


The Root of the Evil. 

In his speech to tho South Caro¬ 
linians In Now York President Wood- 
row Wilson, In discussing existing 
troubles, said It Is necessary to go to 
the root of the evil. He favored Income 
and inheritance taxes for revenue, but 
not as a means of penalizing tho rich, 
whom we havo Invited to got their 
wealth under tho fosterings of tho Gov¬ 
ernment. The tariff needs reforming, 
but that 1s not enough. The root of 
inequality' Is in special favors granted 
by legislation, and reform should be 
directed to the correction of this. 

It is singular that there should be 
any proposition to penalize wealth. 
Practically all mankind arc seeking 
wealth, and success In attaining what 
airmen desire and work for cai^ot be 
criminal. The opposition to weaffn un¬ 
doubtedly originates in the methods by 
which It Is so often attained. There 
are a limited number of individuals 
who seek wealth by an open violation 
of the laws by which property is pro¬ 
tected. and they almost invariably come 
to grief. Their example serves ns a 
warning to many w'ho are anxious to 
get rltfli without a violation of the law, 
and among them are those who seek 
to have laws enacted which will enable 
them to get the earnings of others in 
safety. It la undoubtedly the work of 
such people that goes far to suggest 
that there Is something wrong in the 
attainment of wealth. It Is at all times 
necessary to discriminate. Wealth hon¬ 
estly acquired must be protected, and 
the best way to do it Is to render it, as 
nearly' aa practicable Impossible to ac¬ 
quire wealth by improper means. When 
that Is done the possession of w'ealth 
will no longer raise a suspicion that It 
has been dishonestly acquired. 

President Wilson says that tariffs 
and all special means of stimulation 
have been pursued too fast and too 
far. so that the balance In the develop¬ 
ment of the country hits been destroyed. 
We have iost our heads In the pursuit 
of wealth and material power. Hegce, 
while he thinks the tariff ought to be 
reformed^ he does not admit that this 
would be sufficient. We must deal 
frankly and fairly with class privilege 
of all kinds. 

The correctness of this principle need 
not be challenged, but at the same time 
vve are not obliged to lose sight of the 
fact that a vicious tariff Is the chief 
basis of our class privileges. For a 
long time It was admitted that the 
main object of the tariff w’as revenue, 
and the plea was put forward, rather 
timorously at first, that in raising rev¬ 
enue by tho tariff it w'as proper to 
ftrovide for incidental protection. Now, 
a tariff on any Imported commodity 
that is also made at hoine necessarily 
protects the domestic article, unless it 
be subject to some compensatory tax 
as the price of this privilege. For In¬ 
stance. if we levied a tariff of $1.10 a 
gallon on Imported spirits it would 
be offset by the internal revenue tax of 
like amount, and the tariff would af¬ 
ford no protection. We have not gen¬ 
erally resorted to that sort of compen¬ 
sation. The tariff on spirits Is $2.25 
per proof gallon, which compensates 
for the internal tax and adds $1.15 per 
gallon. But It was foag contended that 
we must not trust to luck in this In¬ 
cidental protection, but should levy the 
tax in such a way that It would afford 
tho protection desired, even though It 
might lessen the revenue. From that 
position to one in which protection was 
tho main object, and reyenue only In¬ 
cidental. the transition w'as easy, until 
we came at last to make a tariff so high 
as to reduce the revenue by checking 
Imports. 

Tho levying of a tariff mainly for 
protection was followed by a transition 
period during which it yielded enor¬ 
mous fortunes to certain classes of 
business men who had been shrewd 
enough to get rates moat favorable 
to their purposes. They had a great 
pecuniary Interest In the retention of 
these legislative favors, and in many 
cases in the extension of them. They 
were willing to spend their money to 
this end, and they did spend It wherever 
they had several dollars In sight for 
every one paid out. But they could 
not conceal the fact that they had 
accumulated millions by the aid of 
laws passed for their benefit, and there 
wpre o-thens w*ho wished to share in the 
spoils. To perpetuate their own privi¬ 
leges they found It necessary <to grant 
similar privilege® to others. They en¬ 
larged the area of protection In or¬ 
der to get support for new exactions, 
and there were those whom the tariff 
dtid not help who wanted to be aided 
In other ways. Domestic competition, 
which had been held forth as the main 
bulwark of the protection system, was 
found to cut down profits, and com¬ 
binations were organized to neutralize 
competition at home. These combina¬ 
tions were powerful, they protected one 
another, In all cases where they were 
cot rivals, and they intimidated other 
protected interests by Intimating that 
If they opposed these schemes then 
protection would be taken away. 

The people have submitted to this 
sort of thing so Ic-ng that the old idea 
of legislating for the good of the coun¬ 
try generally has been largely aban¬ 
doned. It Is now applied only In ca®e§ 
where no powerful interest is likely 
to be affected. We have reached a 
point where most of our proposed 
laws are scanned first of ail to see 
whether they will hurt any powerful 
combination. If one of them 
promises to do this it will be 
at once rejected unless It will 
help some other combination which 
Is also strong, in which case the 
stronger will prevail without reference 
to the public Interest affected. In this 
way we haw* some to legislate largely 


for special Interests. But It must not 
be forgotten that this system had Jit® 
beginning In the degradation otr the 
tariff from Its proper office as a source 
of revenue to the nocomplleh»rnertt of 
the purposes of those wtu> desire to 
use tt In tho mad race for wealth, to 
which Preside rut WUson alludes. In. 
endeavoring to get back, therefore, to 
a systom of lawn in which special 
privilege does not figure, we ought first 
to attack tho tariff. In which special 
privilege won Its first and most im¬ 
portant victories. Strike down special 
privilege in the tariff, and It will not 
be able to raise Its head In other mat¬ 
ters. The tariff, as now administered. 
Is not only the mother of trusts, but It 
Is also the fruitful source of all sorts 
of legislation, which tariff bene¬ 
ficiaries have favored In order to re¬ 
tain the favors bestowed upon them. 
It is rot the only beneficiary of special 
privileges, but it Is the first and the 
chief, os well as the source of the 
otliera. 


Continuous New York. 

Having some time since acquired 
night restaurants, night banks, night 
saloons, night barber shops, night street 
cars, night drug stores and the like. 
Now York now demands night courts. 
If the process continues the time will 
come eventuully when the only dif¬ 
ference between day and night in the 
metropolis will be only the difference 
in light. There will be a continuous 
round of activities from dawn to dawn. 
’There will be two New Yorks—the day 
and the night New York—with e^ch 
complete In itself. While one sleeps 
the other works. Business houses will 
double their capacity merely by hav¬ 
ing a night shift of clerks and sales¬ 
men. Instead of permitting a night 
to interrupt the course of trade, they 
will keep trade going ceaselessly. The 
offices of lawyers, now closed at dark, 
will have under the new plan other 
tenants to practice their profession dur¬ 
ing the night. And as the night ac¬ 
tivities grow livelier and w eightier. Wall 
street will get into the game, and the 
bulls and the be.trs will shear the lambs 
In the wee smu* hours.

It is not to bo expected that an 
Ameer, with any amount of coaching, 
oould understand the system of buying 
and buying off husbands and wives in 
America and Europe. Even the United 
Stoles Supreme Court, trained In split¬ 
ting hairs and paid to work puzzles, 
gets lamentably bailed up w'hen there 
arises a question of the matrimonial 
stutus of persons who havo skipped 
from one State to another to get di¬ 
vorces and contract new marriage ties.

Even If the Ameer could got a work¬ 
ing knowledge of our system he w'ould 
probably hold that the Oriental meth¬ 
ods of direct purchase are equally mor¬ 
al and much less tedious than the 
American plan of dividing the mon¬ 
ey up among a number of lawyers to 
effect the same end, and that cutting, 
poisoning or strangling one’s way out 
of a matrimonial alliance grow'n hate¬ 
ful Is but little less open to objeotion 
than the way of tho American trust 
magnate who may pension, the wife he 
married twenty years a gd and buy a 
now one at the stage door.

Now’ this discussion does not seem 
Jmportant, but it has brought out facts 
that have surprised many intelligent

Undeniably it was sinful of the blood

of treasure, or upon the English-speak¬ 
ing correspondents who think that 
these mailers are arranged so differ¬ 
ently in America and England. 

When the Ameer wants to marry 
another woman he planks down the 
cash. If there is not room in the harem 
for wives recently taken on he may 
get rid of a few of the old guard by 
sale, gift or murder, as opportunities 
or impatience may suggest. 

Is it so very different in "civilized" 
lands? An American wishing to marry 
Into the chorus may have to pay ali¬ 
mony to the w'lfe he Induces to sue 
for divorce, but he manages to get rid 
of her, and although he does not pay 
a stipulated sum for the annexation 
of the member of the chorus, no cash¬ 
less middle-aged gentleman would be 
considered for a moment as a candi¬ 
date. An American husband who is 
not wealthy enough to pay alimony 
may murder his wife In the Oriental 
style. If he has put by enough to hire 
lawyers and alienists to establish proof 
that she sicked him on by acting In a 
provoking manner. An American desir¬ 
ing to marry another American’s wife 
cannot place an order for her with his 
broker, but he cun persuade her to get 
a divorce and enough alimony for two. 
If the lady is willing. An American 
w'oman may purchase a titled foreigner 
under actual contract, and when he 
becomes unmanageable or unbearable, 
or too expensive, she may name six¬ 
teen co-respondents and sue for divorce. 


the ‘‘doggerel’’ Is found in a volume ct 
the verse of Gen. Charles G. Halplne 
(Miles O'Reilly), edited by Robert B. 
Roosevelt. The Brooklyn Eagle suys 
it was written In 1868, at a time 
when Halpine hoped that Grant would 
be the Democratic nominee for Presi¬ 
dent. The full stanza, as/ published in 
the book, Is as follows! 

"So. boy*, a fin*! bumper 
White all In choru* chant— 

‘Far next President wo n ami nolo 
Our own I1y«fc 'Grant.* 

And If naked what Stiuo he halls from. 
This our oolr reply shall be. 

From near Appomattox Courthouse 
With It* famous apple tree. 

For *twtui thorn, to our Tnyseoa, 

That Leo gave up the fight— 

Saw, boys. To Grant for Proellent, 

And God defend the right." 

As already remarked, it Is not im¬ 
portant whether Conkllng spoke In 
prose or quoted the lines of verse. The 
remark made a great hit, and It Is 
now evident that the Idea was not orig¬ 
inal with the orator. He used it, as 
orators consistently do, with all sorts 
of ideas, original or quoted, to make 
tho desired Impression. But the contro¬ 
versy has an Important bearing on the 
trustworthiness of human testimony, 
and hence the truth of history. It is 
less than twenty-seven years since 
Conkllng made the speech. There aie 
still olive many hundreds of men who 
heard it, and there are thousands of 
reports of tt extant, though not all 
from original sources. In spite of that, 
there is a spirited controversy among 
those that heard It as to what was ac¬ 
tually spoken. If those present were 
all dead and the New York Times* re¬ 
port only survived, the statement that 
Oonkling spoke In prose would be tri¬ 
umphantly vindicated. But the circum¬ 
stantial statements of persons present 
seem to give the preponderance to the 
other side. But It Is certainly Interest¬ 
ing to know that the great speech of 
Conkllng, which has been quoted and 
credited to him thousand* of times, was 
written by a Democrat in 1868, when 
the nomination of Grant by a Demo¬ 
cratic convention was thought possible.

To toll the story of tho old churches 
of tiho United State* Is almost like 
recounting the history of America tt- 
seif, so Inseparably are the two linked 
together. Tho early pioneers to tills 
contl no rut were missionaries, zealous 
for the redemption of the souls of the 
red men of the newly-acquired terri¬ 
tories of New France or New Spain, or 
devout colonists eager to find freedom 
to worship God. The first chapels, 
and plain little meeting-houses that 
were built with great difficulty and 
often at great personal sacrifice, havo 
become valuable milestones on the 
great road of history. Kings and regi¬ 
cides have worshipped in them; presi¬ 
dents and slaves have knelt at the 
same altars; prayers for principalities 
and republics have ascended from the 
same congregations; battles have been 
fought and won over the gravestones 
and through the very doors of the 
sanctuaries In border crunches, and in¬ 
vading armies have used the floors for 

stables and tho pews for mangers. 

• • • 

A bit of rtiined tower on an Island in 
the lower James river Is all thait Is left 
of Ame’rlca’s first Protestant church. 
This cornerstone of the world’s great¬ 
est nation stands on tho spot whore 
John fsmtth and the good "Master" 
Hunt placed logs for seats, tacked an 
old sail over head for a roof, and In¬ 
stituted the first religious service In 
Engttsh-opeaklng America. A log 
church was built os soon os the men 
had time, and later one was made of 
brick, the rulne of which may be seen 
to-day. 

• • • 

Boon tho congregation scattered out 
beyond the river banks, and pierced the 
wilderness beyond. The Island was 
low' and unhealthy, and In 1706 the cap¬ 
ital was removed to Williamsburg. The 
Wind and the rain and the waters from 
the river came to take tribute of the 
old church, and by the beginning of the 
Ninteenth century j/l was a deserted 
ruin. Aoorns that fell In the old 
graveyard when the timid Princess 
Pocahontas was a captive In James¬ 
town have growm to giant trees. One 
of these has forced its way through 
great stone ©lab. shattering it to bits 
and raising a portion of K In a crotch 
of the tree far above tho earth. The 
(tombs of the Leos. the Amblers, the 
Blairs, and the Jacquelines are there, 
and "Dame ffranees Berkeley" sleeps 
far from the stem old husband who 
died of a broken heart In England, 
scorned by the King he served. The 
large silver chalice and paten used by 
this congregation, and the silver alms 
basin which Gov. Andros gave them 
In 1694. are preserved by the Episcopal 
Convention of Virginia, while the sliver 
baptismal font has reverted to the he ins 

of the donors, the Jacquelines. 

• • • 

King's Chapel. Boston, was the first 
Episcopal church In New England, 
though over a hundred years ago the 
minister and the whole congregation 
turned Unitarian. The first building 
was put up In 1689 and the present one 
In 1749. The furniture was given by 
William HL and by George HL When 
the Tory preacher, the Rev. Mr. Caner, 
returned to England at the outbreak 
of the Revolution, he took the plate 
back with him, deeming it too sacred 
for rebel uses. Royal Governors sat 
in a certain high-backed pew there un¬ 
der the royal arms still on the walls, 
and when Washington was there as 
Commander-in-chief of the Colonial 
forces, he. too. sat in this same pew. 
When the Revolutionary War had 
closed the members declared the name 
"King's Chapel" unsuited to a re¬ 
publican country, but the name was 
finally retained w'hen tt was suggested 
that tt might be Interpreted as referring 
to the King of Kings and not to tho 
ruler of a country under whoso do¬ 
minion the church was no longer held. 
A row of pipes from the old organ 
which Handel himself selected is still 
in u^e and carvings from tho front of 
the organ which Queen Anne gave are 
preserved among the church’s treas- 
ures. 

Tho timbers for the San Luis Rey 
Mission In California were cut from a 
forest twenty miles from the site of 
the church, and after being blessed by 
the priests where they were hewn, were 
not allowed to touch the ground again 
until they were placed on the walls. 
The weary Indians who were made to 
carry these timbers sometimes rebelled, 
and at Santa Barbara they were locked 
fast in a stockade at night to keep 
them from golnsJ>ack to the happier 
existence of the savage. The Santa 
Barbara garden is always closed to 
women. The priests reserve this for 
their own private enjoyment, and walk 
and meditate there undisturbed. Only 
two women have been allowed to enter. 
These were Princess Louise, daugh¬ 
ter of Queen Victoria, who spent a 
winter in Santa Barbara, and Mrs. Mc¬ 
Kinley. Dolores Mission. In San Fran¬ 
cisco, was founded In 1776, and when 
a newer edifice was built near by a 
few years ago, the parishioners refused 
to use it, and continue to f frequent the 
old adobe house, which the earthquake 
kindly spared. a # # 

New' York’s oldest church building is 
St. Paul’s, dating back to 1764-6. while 
Trinity is the oldest and richest organ¬ 
ization. The land owned by Trinity 
was part of the old West India Com¬ 
pany’s farm before the English came to 
take possession of the Island. It then 
became the "King's farm" and he 
granted it to the church. Much of 
the land has been given away for char¬ 
itable purposes, but the church has still 
enough left to yield an Income of $500.- 
000 a year. The money Is used to main- 
tain the church. Its six chapels, and its 


graveyard Is said to be worth a* much 
money as gold dollars placed side by 
side and stood up edge-wise, would 
cover. It can never be sold, and the 
dead there in reach of busy Wall street 
can lie forever undisturbed. Alexan¬ 
der Hamilton was buried there after 
his fatal meeting with Burr, aJid his 
wife was laid by his side fifty years 
later. A monument to the memory of 
the Patriot soldiers who died on the 
prison ships during the Revolution is In 
this churchyard. 

• • • 

New Orleans has a miracle chapel 
where the visitor may see stacks of 
crutches that were made useless by the 
intercession of the saint. The chapel 
was built by a priest with his own 
hands in fulfillment of a vow that If 
the great scourge of cholera be divert¬ 
ed from his flock, he would build a 
chapel In honor of his patron saint, 
the gi4kl SL Roque. The city was al¬ 
most devastated, but the plague 
touched not one member of this flock, 
and the thankful father erected the 
quaint edifice stone by stone. It still 
stands as a lasting monument to his 
faith. It is In this chapel that young 
girls pray to the saint for husbands, 
and where the little amulets contain¬ 
ing St. Josephs are blessed for the 
same happy purpose. One of the old¬ 
est churches in Louisiana is St. Mar¬ 
tin’s church on Bayou Teche. It was 
a refuge for the exiled Aoadians whom 
the English drove from Canadian 
shores, and tradition declares that 
Evangeline lies under an oak in the old 
burying ground. 

* • • 

St. John's, in Washington, D. C.. is 
In some respects the moat famous 
church in America. Once when a 
young man applied to President Lin¬ 
coln for a position In the Government 
service, and presented a handful of let¬ 
ters of recommendation, Lincoln said: 
"You had better keep these. They 
might, now mind you, I don’t say will, 
but they might, gain you a member¬ 
ship at SL John’s." Thus early had 
this most aristocratic of all America’s 
churches earned it* name for exclusive¬ 
ness. It was built in 1816, and though 
it has since been remodeled it still seats 
only 700. Before the church w r ns con¬ 
secrated a committee waited on Presi¬ 
dent Madison and stated that pew NoJ 
28 had been set aside for his use. 

• • • 

Ever since then tt has been known as 
tho "President's pew," and Sr. John’s 
has been known as the "President's 
church." Although all the Chief Execu¬ 
tives since its building have not been 
members of that faith, most of them 
have attended it at some time or other. 
Memorial windows have been placed 
there to Presidents Madison, Monroe, 
Van Bureu, William Henry Harrison 
John Tyler and Zachary Taylor, "who 
worshipped in this church while in of¬ 
fice." One of the most notable gath¬ 
ering* ever held here was Iu» 1897, at 
the time of the World’s Postal Con- 
gross. w'hen the funeral services w'ere 
held over the young delegate from Ha¬ 
waii, who had died during the conven¬ 
tion. The congregation was made up of 
people of almost every nationality and 
race under the srun. Benjamin Latrobe. 
the architect of the Capitol, designed 
the church, and it has gathered under 
Its roof more representative people than 
any other house of w'orship In America. 

The bells of old SL Michael’s In 
Charleston. S. C„ havo had a widely 
traveled life and a checkered career. 
It is said this church w-as designed by 
Gibbs, architect of SL Martin-ln-the- 
Fields, London. When tt w r as finished, 
February 1. 1761, the clock In tho tower 
and tho bells in the tall steeple had 
been brought at great expense from 
England. In 1782, MaJ. FralH. a British 
officer, took tho bells away, and despite 
the pleadings of the Charleston people, 
the English Government w’ould not re¬ 
store them. However, they were sold 
In England and bought by a man w'ho 
returned them to St. Michael’s. When 
the Civil War broke out the vestry had 
the bells taken from their seaporthome 
and carried Inland to Columbia for 
safety. In doing this they had not reck¬ 
oned on Sherman, and when he burned 
Columbia the bells were rendered use¬ 
less, and two of them were stolen. In 
1866 the remaining ones were sent again 
to Bingland to bo recast by the succes¬ 
sors of the firm that had made them, 
and In 1868 they were re-hung. 

• • • 

An old story of St. Michael’s tells of 
a negro siavo who once saved the sa¬ 
cred structure from burning. A build¬ 
ing was on fire nearby, there was no 
fire-fighting paraphernalia that couJd 
throw water any distance, and w'hen a 
brand was blowm high on the steeple 
of SL Michael’s the people were In dls. 
tress, for they knew It meant the de¬ 
struction of their beloved church. Then 
a negro slave sprang from a cabltl 
nearby, made his way through tho 
crowd, climbed tho steeple and threw 
the brand far out in the streeL Ho 
managed to reach the ground in safety 
and his master set him free as a re¬ 
ward for his brave act.

FOR RESERVATION. 


TWELVE MEN TO DO PLANTING. 


Special Sunday Night Meeting. 

Sunday night at Trinity Methodist 
Episcopal church the Wesley Brotherhood, 
tho men’s club of the church, will give a 

f ilatform meeting to which the public Is 
nvlted. Robert E. Woods, Helm Bruce 
and George T. Wood will address the 
meeting, and special music will be fur¬ 
nished. Mr. Woods will speak on "Chris¬ 
tian Citizenship," Mr. Bruce on "Teach¬ 
ings of Jesus." and Mr. Wood on "Who Is 
Responsible." The meeting will begin at 
7:45 o'clock. 


The body of Filmore ^Jackson, who 
was about fifty-five years old, was 
fouyd in an outhouse back of his home. 
213 Watt street. Jeffersonville, yester¬ 
day afternoon about 1:30 o'clock by 
Mrs. Jackson, who had gone In search 
of him. Jackson cairne home about noon 
and soon after entering the house went 
out the back door, but said nothing 
out of the ordinary to his family. HU 
prolonged absence caused Mrs. Jack- 
son to become uneasy and going to the 
outbuilding, she found her husband was 
dead. The odor of carbolic acid was 
easily detected; and Mrs. Jackson was 
not long in surmising that her husband 
had taken his life. 

Assistance was called and the body 
was carried Into the house. In tak¬ 
ing the fatal dose Jackson had spilled 
some of the contents of tire bottle on 
his lips and chin and these were badly 
burned. Thinking there might be a 
chance of saving his life. Dr. D. C. 
Peyton,. Dr. W. ,M. Varble and Dr 
Harry C. Sharp were summoned, but 
life had been extinct for some time be¬ 
fore they arrived. An empty bottle 
that had contained the poison, which 
Jackson purchased a short time before 
going to hie home, was found. There 
was no note left or Intimation given 
that he intended committing the deed 

In one of Jackson’s packets an old 
table knife wrapped In a piece of paper 
was found. The blade had been ground 
until It was almost as sharp as a razor, 
and tho supposition Is that his first In¬ 
tention was to cut his throat, or per¬ 
haps use the knife in case the poison 
fafiled. So far ao could be learned 
Jackson never made any threats at 
home of killing himself, but on Monday 
night he Is said to have told a friend 
that he was tired of living and lnt tid¬ 
ed hanging himself, but there was litti© 
attention paid to his talk. 

Jackson was a laborer, but oc¬ 
casionally made trips on towboats and 
at times worked #a.round the coal har¬ 
bor?* For several days he had been 
drinking heavily and made no effort to 
work. Yesterday morning he seemed to 
be In a better condition than he had 
been and said he was going to work. 
He did not do so, however, although 
hfes wife did not know this when be 
returned at nooh to get his dinner. 
Jackson's family consists of hi* wife, 
one married son, William Jackson, a 
married daughter, Mrs. Maud James, 
and a single daughter. Grace Jackson, 
who Is about fifteen yoars old. 

After the body had been carried into 
the house a call was sent to Coroner 
F M. Coots, but he was absent on ac¬ 
count of other duties and Harry Ho sea, 
an amplove of the undertaking firm of 
E. M. Coots A Sons, looked after the 
remains and prepared them for burial. 
Last night Coroner Coots viewed the 
body and will return a verdict that 
Jackson purposely took his life by 
drinking carbolic acid. No time has 
beeh set for his burial. 

WILL SET OUT 57.000 TREES. 

Men Ready To Begin Work At Forest 
Reservation. 

William H. Freeman, secretary of the 
Indiana State Board of Forest ry, ar¬ 
rived at Henryvllle, nineteen miles 
north of Jeffersonville, at daybreak 
yesterday morning, bringing with him 
twelve men from Indianapolis, who are 
to begin work ut once on the forest 
reservation In setting out 57,000 young 
trees on a tract of 300 acres of land. 
The work will not be completed uni 11 
the middle of April and the men will 
camp on tho reservation. The trees to 
be planted are mostly seedlings, raised 
In the State nurseries during the past 
year, but there are some young trees 
purchased In Illinois. The varieties that 
uill^be set out are yellow poplar, ash, 
olmTblack locust, chestnut, maple and 
Kentucky coffee. 

It la the object of the State Board 
of Forestry* ultimately to furnish trees 
to renew the forests of Indiana, many 
of which have been cut away until tim¬ 
ber Is becoming scarce. A great deal 
of attention Is being given to growing 
black locusts for fence posts since wire 
fencing has come Into general use. Last 
year many thousands of young trees 
were replanted on a 300-acre tract near 
the one where work w*as begun yester¬ 
day. During the stay of the men a»t 
the reservation tihey will sow a large 
amount of seed that Secretary Freeman 
purchased last fall and placed In cold 
storage. This consists largely of wal¬ 
nuts. hickory* nuts, acorns and catul- 
pa seeds. 

USING MAYOR FLYNN’S NAME. 

Someone Talks To Government About 
Building Site. 

A press dispatch from Washington 
yesterday stated that the Treasury De¬ 
partment had announced that the 
deadlock that has existed for some 
time over the selection for a site for 
a post-office in Jeffersonville was about 
to be broken and that Mayor Flynn had 
notified the department that he w*ouid 
submit a new site satisfactory to all 
concerned as soon as the necessary 
papers giving an option on land could 
be made out. The site was to have 
been selected on December 26. 1906, but 
a wrangle arose In Jeffersonville that 
caused all sites to be rejected. Since 
that time little has been done. 

When Mayor Flynn was asked if he 
had any objections to making public 
the new location he said he knew* noth¬ 
ing about it and that the telegram was 
news to him. He was In favor of War¬ 
der Park and said w*hen the Treasury’ 
Department rejected that place as a 
site he quit and had given no thought 
to It. He said that it anyone was 
using his name In connection with an¬ 
other site It was not with his authori¬ 
ty. It Is believt*d the information from 
Washington Is wrong and that others 
than Mayor Flynn have notified the de¬ 
partment that they would submit a new* 
location, as two or three have been 
talked of recently. One of these Is at 
Wall and Maple streets and the other 
Is at Pearl and Maple, either of which 
Is considered good. 

REDUCTION OF ASSESSMENT. 

Mrs. Emma Myers Relieved of Most 
of Cost of Improvement. 

Judge W. C. Ut*. of New* Albany, who 
w*as sitting as a special Judge of the 
Clark Circuit Court in Jeffersonville, 
yesterday afternoon handed down an 
opinion in the suit of Henry F. Dll- 
ger, guardian of Mrs. Emma Myers, a 
person of unsound mind, against the 
city of Jeffersonville. In which an as¬ 
sessment of benefits for street improve¬ 
ments was reduced from $427.29 as to 
Mrs. Myers, to $190. the remaining 


$427.29. with the costs of the CAse, going 
against the city under the Judgment, 
Tho case had been pending since Janu¬ 
ary 28, 1904. 

The estate of Mrs. Myers owns a lot 
at the southeast corner of Maple and 
Mechanic streets. In Jeffersonville, 
fronting thirty-five feot on the south 
side of Maple street and running back 
on Mechanic street to an alley 131.65 
feet. In making the assessment of 
benefits and damages the Street Com¬ 
mittee df the Jeffersonville City* Coun¬ 
cil, w'hlcn then had authority to do so, 
estimated the benefits of Mrs. My*ers at 
$427.29 on account of the Mechanic 
street depth of the lot, largely'. The 
assessment was looked upon as being 
excessive and suit wits filed In tho Cir¬ 
cuit Court, resulting In Judge Utz. to 
whom the case was sent by Judge 
Montgomery. w*ho was formerly the 
guardian of Mrs. Myers, being an Inter¬ 
ested i>arty, reducing the liability of 
Mrs. Myers to $180.

The 
deputies had forced their way In with 
drawn revolvers through a side gate and 
the raid was complete. The services of a 
Constable from an adjacent township 
were secured by the Citizens' Improve¬ 
ment Union, who In turn deputized nine¬ 
teen members of the reform organization 
to help him moke tho march on Oak- 
lawn. J. B. Wood, one of the moving 
spirits of the Citizens’ Improvement 
Union, was among the deputies, and as 
soon as the “army," made a right flank 
move in the betting Wood mounted a 
chair and said: 

"Any person seen making a bet will be 
arrested." 

The Constable had fifty-one warrants, 
most of them John Does’. H. O. Price, 
superintendent of Oaklawn, and John 
Brennan were the first men pointed out 
to b« taken into custody. In all, twenty 
men were arrested, most of them book¬ 
makers' clerks. They gave fictitious 
names and bonds were furnished for their 
appearance to-morrow. The men are 
charged with making bets. 

Wood announced to-night that the raids 
will be kept up dally. Dan A. Stuart 
avers that the deputies overstepped their 
legal rights in forcing their way Into 
Oaklawm, and will take proper recourse.

W. H. Snyder & Co . Burlew & O N» ill, 
Archie Zimmer nnd Bob Tucker have ar¬ 
ranged to leave at the conclusion of the 
fair grounds meeting. They may pos¬ 
sibly prolong their stay until the end 
of tho season, but much depends on 
weather conditions In New York.

The Eastern racing season will begin 
next Monday at the Bennlngs track, near 
Washington. 

Next .Sunday afternoon, at 1:25 o'clock, 
the Cavanagh special train will leave 
Now York for Washington over the 
Pennsylvania railroad for tho accom¬ 
modation of turfmen and patrons of the 
sport. The departure of the Cavanagh 
train will be the first real Indication 
that the racing season of 1907 Is at 
hand. Meanwhile trainers of horses that 
fcavo engagements at Bennlngs and have 
be*m spending the winter on the Long 
Island tracks arc not ready to say that 
their charges will be fit. The frozen 
condition or tho tracks at Gravesend and 
Sheepshead Bay hus made fast trials out 
of the question. Borne of the horses, In¬ 
cluding the mighty Roseben, however, 
have been going along over the Ice and 
snow with sharpened racing plates, made 
particularly for this Hurt of galloping ex¬ 
ercise. But a majority of the horses 
have been confined to w'hat Is known as 
shed exercises and are not anywhere near 
ready for racing. 

Their owners and trainers say that it 
would he a waste of time or money to go 
to Bennlngs, and that Is Is more advisable 
to wait until the horses are fit and ready 
to take a crack at some of the valuable 
stakes to be decided In April and May. 
But even with these stables remaining 
about the New' York tracks, there will be 
no lack of racing matter at Bennlngs. 
which this year will prove a greater mag¬ 
net for horses from all parts of the coun¬ 
try’ than ever before. The closing down 
of several Western tracks will drive horse¬ 
men to th© Jockey Club's tracks In large 
numbers and most of them will open the 
campaign next week rather than spend 
any more time at the winter tracks. The 
Bennlngs meeting will last eighteen days 
nnd In that time a number of important 
stakes will be decided, beginning with tho 
first Bennlngs spring handicap, at six fur¬ 
longs. next Monday.

Rhblock and J. B. Resposs. two Influen¬ 
tial members of the American Turf Asso¬ 
ciation. are said to be heavily Interested 
In City Park and to be in favor of Mur¬ 
phy From this one may Infer that Mur¬ 
phy’s Buffalo proposition has some under¬ 
ground connection with the men Interest¬ 
ed In the welfare of City Park. At any 
rate, there will be speculation ns to the 
prospective Buffalo owners’ identltv until 
Murphy decides to make that public.

PoKs Is a good man and ho has 
never for a moment been left out of the 
calculation when a leader for the Col¬ 
onels was considered. I want to say, how¬ 
ever, that I have not heard from Mr.

Cincinnati, O., Mirch 19.—A rcfcelv«r- 
shlp for the People’s Gas and Electric 
Light Conupany. tl/ Xenia, O.. an t>hio 
corporation, capitalized at $175,000, and 
controlled by the Western Gas and In¬ 
vestment Company, a South Dakota 
concern, with offices In Chicago, wus 
a*»ked in the United States Circuit 
Court here to-day by Evelyn Bird, of 
Chicago, a holder of bonds of the Xenia 
company. It is charged that the com¬ 
pany has been, mismanaged, money be¬ 
ing diverttfd from Its proper channels 
to pay high salaries of the holding 
ootnpany in Chicago, and that through 
failure to pay taxes and to keep the 
property in proper condition, there la 
danger of the plant being sold for 
taxes, and of the loss of franchise 
rights. A temporary injunction \v as 
issued against the Xenia Sheriff, the 
Western Gas and Investment Company 
ar-.d .»ti> ns, forbidding any {tlflpCM 
c#i the plant or its turnings pending 
the receivership suit, and March 22 was 
fixed as the date for hearing arguments 
on the motion. One of the charges In 
the suit is that the Western Gas and 
Investment Company has secured con¬ 
trol of gas or electric omvpanles at a 
largo number of places, overbonded 
them, taken the receipts, and wherever 
possible evaded paying debts.

GREAT JOCKEYS WON MONEY 


Among th£ companies which were 
brought under the control of the West¬ 
ern Gas and Investment Company are 
the Madlsoq Lighting Company, of 
Madison, Ind.; the Seymour Gas 
and Electric Light Company, of Sey¬ 
mour. Ind.; the • Rochester Gas 
Company, of Rochester, Minn.: the 
Baraboo Lighting Company, of Bara- 
boo. Wls., the Citizens’ Gas Company, 
of Nebraska City. Nob., and others. It 
Is alleged that the holding company re¬ 
tained all stock in these companies ex¬ 
cept a few Shares needed for purposes 
of naming directors In the various 
States, and that In each of these cases 
the holding company issued bonds far 
In excess of the actual value of such 
companies. The Western Gas and In¬ 
vestment Company. It Is further al¬ 
leged, “adopted a system whereby the 
cash receipts of each of the operating 
companies were forwarded daily to It 
at Its offices In the city of Chicago, 
State of Illinois, and permitted only 
such bills to be paid and debts of the 
operating companies to be satisfied as 
circumstances rendered absolutely 
necessary; that In consequence of said 
fraudulent and unlawful methods, the 
said operating companies have been 
permitted to become out of repair, in¬ 
solvent and to defttult their taxes by 
reason of which the property of said 
companies has In some Instances been 
sold for taxes and in other Instances is 
In process of sale.”

S AM DOOGETT. who, ten years ago. 

among the best Jockeys on the 
American turf, but who lor tho 
last few seasons Ifcia endeavored 
to make a modest racing stable yield him 
an income, has at last thrown up the 
sponge, and is about to leave this part of 
the country for Denver, where he will go 
more actively Into a business In which he 
lias already an Interest. 

That buslnore is the prosaic one of dry 
goods. Sam s brother, R. C., or Cad, Is 
not likely, however, to follow the lead of 
his elder brother in this respect. Cad is a 
youth who is not afraid to risk liis judg¬ 
ment and hie bonk account against those 
of the greatest millionaires of the turf 
whose tastes prompt them to bet u-n 
ihorsvci. Cud is even willing to buck up 
against Dave Johnson's gome at any tlmo 
a nutuble instance being when lie laid 
The owner of Roaeben $10,000 that the 
home would not brevik the seven-furlong 
record at Belmont Park lost October. As 
Is now turf history. Roseben ran the dis¬ 
tance in 1:22, Which Is a mark not likely 
to be equaled again in a hurry. 

• • • 

How Doggett Boys Differ. 


There seems to be a remarkable differ¬ 
ence in rhe temperaments of the two 
Doggetts. Both were jockeys, but Sam 
was much tho better in that respect. Af¬ 
ter Ram "had acquired a competency, he 
boon mo unfashionable as a rider, and 
gradually tix»k t*> training, He was tho 
third [employer for whom Waiter Miller 
ever worked, Jimmy McLaughlin and Bill 
Smith being the first. When Sam took 
til© hop©e* of \V. A. Stanton to train ho 
had/ the services of Miller, as that now 
wonderfully succmeful l>oy was under 
contract to StarMon. 

Years ago (It was the winter of 1896. to 
be exn&t) Sam IHiggeit fell Into disfavor 
with the linte "Pittsburg Phil” because 
of an alleged bad ride the Jockey dis¬ 
played When ho was astride the once well- 
known Eastern selling plater Ed Kearney. 


The race was run at the Ingloaide track. 
San Francisco, and "Phil.” who had won 
many a bet on IKiggett, who at that time 
was hhs favorM* rider, did not think the 
lad did Justice to Hd Kearney. Tills 
hrouglH about the severance of relations 
widen had existed for years, and which 
had been mutually profitable. 

Thf*n It was that "Pittsburg Phil” saw 
Tod Sloan riding at both the San Fran¬ 
cisco tracks—>th© old Boy District, now 
built over with many homes, and Ingle- 
slrhv Tod's method caught the fancy of 
Phil, Who, whenever he put down a bet 
and B'.oan had the mount, saw to it that 
the Jockey wotfld be put on "so much 
to nothing” nnd the results wore highly 
satisfactory to both parties. 

• • • 

Skeets Martin Follows Sloan. 

Taking Phil’s advice. Sloan went East 
in 1898 and begun his wonderful career 
which caused him to be hailed as Lhe 
ablest Jockey In the world. A few years 
before that Sloan had been In the East, 
an employe of Johnny Campbell, but he 
was a failure then. 

Sloan's btksfnesn acquaintance with Phil 
did not endure kmg, and J H (Skeets) 
Martha, afcso a graduate from the Cali¬ 
fornia. turf, replaced him. He had good 
auvvvsw, but one race lie rode at Morris 
Park c.wrsed a good deal of adverse com¬ 
ment, and not kxng afterward he went 
abroad to ride, where he has done well. 

After Martin came Shaw, and until the 
rtewards of Cite Jockey Club severed the 
relat1on»bip, he and "Pittsburg Phil” 
made a harti team to beat. In the Inst 
two years of Phil’s life Shaw had no busi- 
nnsfi relation© with him. 

Returning to Sam Doggett, Ids resolu¬ 
tion to leave the turf before It could 
bmik him is, of course, a wise one. It 
would be hard for him to recoup If he 
logit aTI, for while be, to a mild extent. 
Imitated his brother as a clubhouse or 
paddock peripatetic layer or commissioner, 
his «vp*-rations were on a much more mod¬ 
es* ovale than those of Cad. and probably 
were not st all times profitable. Hence 
bis wtrv determination to give his whole 
time and The balance erf hds capital to a 
more reUnble bu«ln<*ss. Who shall say 
whether Qzd or Dick will be the bettor off 
five years from now?

AMATEURS MUST 

TALK OF MONEY 


Athletic Union To Investi¬ 
gate Serious Charges In 
New York. 


A SPECIAL from New York says: 

There Is likely to be a severe 
financial stringency in local ath¬ 
letic circles during the next few 
months and ull because the Amateur 
Athletic Union proposes to delve more 
deeply into the question of money paid 
star athletes under the guise of expenses. 
This hnblt has been growing in u re¬ 
markable manner and the promoters of 
track - meets, both Indoor and outdoor, 
have discovered that it cost extraordi¬ 
nary amounts to transport the fesHve 
•printer^ and distance man from point to

point. This grafting under the term of 
expenses has reuohed a point where the 
promoters of track and field games are 
yelling for help and the A. A. U. has 
heard the coll. 

There Is u mall vote now In progress 
on a resolution to do away with the habit 
ot paying expense money direct to tho 
athlete, and in place of It substituting 
a plan whereby the club represented by 
the athlete shall render bills and receive 
payment for such Incidental expenses as 
may be incurred by competitors. This 
idea was submitted by ex-President Jo¬ 
seph R MacCnhe at the last annual 
meeting of the union, and received hearty 
support. 

Under the new plan the expense bills 
of the athletes who make out of town 
trips must be rendered to the promoters 
by their respective clubs and pavmonts 
will be made direct to these clubs, who 
must file reports accessible to the Regis¬ 
tration Committee, «vho will thus be ahl * 
to discover whether the competitors are 
living up to th. spirit of the amateur 
laws, or endeavoring to turn their ability 
Into coin.

"There has been an unusual demand for 
Information regarding the tercentennial 
ever since the organization of the State 
body and the celebration is going to 
idraw heavily from Kentucky every 
month of the spring, summer and fall." 

No better indication of the deep In¬ 
terest tak**n is to be found than In the 
attendance art the "Jamestown Exposi¬ 
tion" booth at the Greater l»utsville 
Exposition. The booth is conducted as 
an information bureau under the aus¬ 
pices of the Kentucky Jamestown Ex¬ 
position Comimsfdon. of which John B.

Second-—The Management.—The man¬ 
agement of this club shall be in the hands 
or a board of directors, composed of 
twelve members of the club. Including 
the officers 

Third—The Officers —The officers shad 
be composed of a president, three Nice 
presidents, a secretary, a treasurer and 
six directors. 

Fourth—Committees.—There shall b»* a 
house committee, a finance ^.nmnitUe, 
an entertainment committee and an ex¬ 
ecutive committee. 

Fifth—Duties of the House Committee. 
—The duties of the House Committee Is 
to have charge of club headquarters, 
with power to arrange, in connection 
with the president and secretary, who 
shall be ex officio members, for the com¬ 
fort of all members and guests. 

Sixth—The Finance Commlttoe. — The 
Finance Committee shall have charge of 
ail financial matters Of the club, and rhall 
audit the accounts of the treasurer. 

Seventh — The Entertainment Commit¬ 
tee.—The Entertainment ^Committee shall 
be composed of three members, and are 
to prepare and be responsible for all so¬ 
cial affairs of the club, in connection 
with the president and secretary*. 

Eighth — The Executive Committee.— 
The Executive Committee shall be com¬ 
posed of tho president, one vice presi¬ 
dent, the secretary and treasurer and one 
director, and shall have all the power 
of the club board of directors when they 
are not In session, and shall be responsi¬ 
ble for tho policy and general conduct of 
the organization. . ^ 

Ninth—Duos. — The due* of this club 
shall be one dollar i»er year, payable in 
advance after the first membership fee 
has been paid.

Dr. M. K. Allen, Health Officer; a rep¬ 
resentative of the State Board of 
Health, C. B. Lane, asfst&nt chief of 
the Dairy Division of the United Stat 8 
Department of Agriculture; Dr. B. W 
Smock. County Health Officer; Dr. 
Frank T. Elsenman, State Veterinarian, 
and a representative of the experiment 
station at Lexington will make a round 
of every dairy in the city and county. 
They will begin their tour of inspection 
April 2 and take ample time In com¬ 
pleting it.

The Daily Potice Bulletin, the official 
publication of the Louisville Police De¬ 
partment, appeared Monday in a green 
drees. It was a day late for the St. Pat¬ 
rick color, butt a* there was no lasue on 
Sunday, W. P. MixcDonald. the editor, in¬ 
sisted that a day late was better than 
not at nil, and for the seventh time in 
as many years the Bulletin wore the 
color of a shamrock. But the dross of 
gTeen was not tUtogetiier because of St 
Patrick’s day. Seven year* ago on 0t. 
Patrick’s day the Daily PoHco Bulletin 
appeared for the first time, Onoe each 
year, on the anniversary day, the Bul¬ 
letin luis appeared In rroen print, and 
W. P. MacDonald has taken K on htm- 
s« lf to spread the Irish color on the edi¬ 
tion eaoh Manrfh 17. There are tome 
members of the police force who like to 
see that green print, and for that reason 
atone would he willing to have every day 
of the year March 17. 


Dr. Allen received a letter yesterday 
In reply to one he had sent to Mr. Lane, 
In which the latter Indorsed the work 
accomplished thus far by Dr. Allen in 
his crusade against Impure milk. In 
the letter he told Dr. Allen that he be¬ 
lieved it would be only a matter of a 
few years before there will bo a law 
enacted In Kentucky requiring all dairy 
cattle to undergo the tubercullne ten 
before milk from them can bo placed on 
the market. He mentioned three cltieg 
where such a law is already In effect, . 
and expressed the belief that such a 
law Is growing in popularity and will 
eventually become a universal law 
throughout the entire country. 

Three years ago Dr. Allen advocated 
applying to all dairy cattle the tubercu- 
lino test. In June. 1904. ho was instru¬ 
mental in having the test applied to 
dairy cattle at the Central Kentucky 
Asylum for the Insane at Lakeland. As 
a result a large percentage of the cat¬ 
tle were found to have tuberculosis and j 
were killed. Since then Dr. Allen has 
attempted to have the State Legisla¬ 
ture enact a law requiring that all 
dairy cattle be submitted to the tuber- 
culino test, but the measure w*as de¬ 
feated.

.•ertlflcate simply shows that the dairy¬ 
man has complied with certain sugges¬ 
tions of Dr. Allen, and is In a posi¬ 
tion to handle pure milk.
